In giving a history of some of the 
more important versions of the Bible, he said 
that St. James’ Bible was published in Geneva 
in 1486. Cranmer’s Bible was printed in the 
reign of Henry 8th. The Genevan Bible by 
those who fled from the persecution of Mary. 
The Bishop’s Bible was printed in the reign 
of Elizabeth, and has always been one of great 
authority in the Episcopal church. The version 
of James, the one now in use, was published in 
1611. The first Bible published in this country, 
was the Indian Bible, translated by Eliot. The 


first English Bible published in this country, | 


was an edition published in Boston, as an 


English Bible, to evade the law that the col- 
onists should have no Bibles except such as 


are printed in England. During the revolution- 


ary war when Bibles had become very scarce, a | 


printer in Philadelphia sent a memorial to Con- 
gress suggesting a wish to print an edition. 
Congress appointed a committee who reported 
favorably, and a large edition was published, a 
copy of which Dr. R. presented to the audience. 
This was the only act, he said, in behalf of the 
Bible on the records of our country; and here 
our fathers took their stand, and united in efforts 
to circulate the Bible. It was no wonder that 
Cornwallis failed when the rulers of the land 
were looking to Heaven for assistance, when 
the soldiers went forth beneath the same ban- 
ner—they relied on God, and they did not trust 
in vain.

commodities, a republican form of gov- 
ernment, the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions, the Tract 
and Bible Societies are all on board as 
passengers. The noble shipis just in the 
midst of her voyage, under full sail, but 
she bas sprung aleak. And that leak is 
slavery. It ts fust sinking the ship. At- 
tempts have been made by the erew to 
stop the leak, by enacting a law that 
made the slave trade piracy. And all 
hands were quiet for a while because they 
thought it was stopped. But now the 
water is runningtin fasterthan ever; so that 
for the most vigorous 
efforts ofall the passengers on board as 
well as the crew. In fact, the Captain 
and the crew, in this case, are so infatu- 
ated with love of office, that they are 
strangely ignorant, or regardless of the 
impending calamity. But some of the 
passengers have discovered the danger, 
and have fled to the pumps. And shall 
notalleome to the rescue?

Agricultural. 


PLANTING CORN, 


The season was so forward in the latter 
part of April that some farmers planted 
corn in their fields. We doubt whether 
they will gain much in the growth by 
planting thus early ; we shallin all proba- 
bility have frosts that will cut it down 
and put it back as far as the corn planted 
later, and perhaps kill much of it. 

People in this latitude se sldom com- 
mence planting corn before May; what 
is planted from the 10th to the 20th when 
the season is forward enough, succeeds 
as well as any, and we often see good 
corn that was planted as late as the 25th. 

As the seed for an acre costs but a 
trifle itis advisable to drop more than 
you expect to have grow through the 
season; for the birds must have some 
and the worms will eat some, so we must 
calculate accordingly. ‘The labor of thin- 
ning out by hand is not great; we are 
paid for it by having a selection of the 
best stalks. Weeds in the hill must often 
be pulled out by the hand, and it 
easy to pullup stalks as weeds. 

Manuring in Hills.—A majority of our 
farmers still follow the old practice of 
putting a shovelful of manure in each bill 
of corn. Some do it because they say 
they have not manure enough to spread 
over the whole field; some to bring the 
corn forward earlier; while others follow 
this course because their ancestors prac- 
ticed it. The arguments 
practice are, that it requires

more labor ; 


it exposes the seed to more worms, it | 


gives more stalk than corn in proportion, 
and the land is not left alone in so good 
condition for the next season as when 
the manure is spread over the ground. 
The labor of tilling an acre of corn or 


of potatoes is so great that no farmer can | 


afford to plant poor ground. If he has 
but hutle manure, he should plant but 


toes. 


his neighbors than by planting ground that 
is not rich enough for a good harvest. 
Ifany one doubts whether he could make | 
his crops and his land better by spread- | 
ing the whole manure over: his ground, 
he can easily try one field or a part of 
one. It is certain that many farmers| 
raise fine crops of corn, without being at! 
the trouble of doling out messes to each | 
hill. 

When the manure is spread and partial- 
ly buried with a plough or a harrow, it 
is not a good practice to make deep fur- 
rows for the seed corn, and a plough is a 
poor tool for furrowing out the ground. 
Some farmers drag a draft chain along to 
make marks for the seed, but this is hard 
labor. A post four feet in length, with 
two teeth in it anda pair of shafts for a 
horse isa better instrument; the teeth 
should be broad like cultivator teeth.— 
Mass. Ploughman. 





POTATO PLANTING. 


The same objection lies to putting ma- 
nure into potato hills as into those of corn, 
though we ofien plant cold and low 
grounds with potatoes, where a little ma- 
uure in the hills is thought to operate to 
good advantage. But in such ground it 
will prove better, and more easy, to 
spread on the manure and trust to the 
man who buries the potatoes to haul in 
some of it to each hills in this way you 
avail yourself of the advantage of both 
methods—of sffeading and of manuring 
in hills. 

It seems not yet fully settled whether 
it is proper to cut potatoes for planting. 
We sometimes have a good harvest when 
nothing but the eyes are planted, but we 
think we are not so sure vrit It is rea- 
sonable to suppose that by «a continued 
course of planting, the sizable and best 
shaped potatoes, we may keep up the 
species better than by cutting the seed 
or by planting the small and refuse pota- 


Itis very certain that potatoes will not 
thrive so well when planted for a num- 
ber of years onthe same ground, as by 
shifting, or rotation. There seems to be 
something poisonous about the vines and 
the reotlets of potatoes that not only un- 
fits the ground for a succession of pota- 
to crops, but other erops following are 
also affected. It is advisable in all cases 
to avoid planting the same ground twice 
with this root, 
sion. 

If you wish to ripen in| 
the ground, should plant early. 
When planted late, they will sometimes | 
yield a larger quantity than when planted | 
early, because early ones are sometimes 
cut short by a dry turn of weather at a 
critical time in their growth. But as 
such dry times are more likely to hap-| 
pen late than early in the 
run more risk by late The 
Long Red, or Long John, seldom has 
time toripen in the field; it ts therefore 

etter for the table after ripening for 
some months inthe cellar, than when it 
is first dug.—TJhid. 

[Where potatoes are cut for seed, the) 
eyes should be planted as soon after as 
possible, and notsuffered to wilt.

of doing this is active benevolence 

says President Edwards, ‘is not 
to be obtained so much by self-examination as 
by action;”’ and the assertion is equally true of 
Christian enjoyment which flows from this as- 
surance. 

This was the course adopted by Howard 
His rule for shaking off trouble was,**Set about 
doing good, put on your hat and go and vigit the 
sick and the poor in the neighborhood, inquire 
into their wants and minister to them, seek out 
the desolate and the oppressed, and tell them of 
the consolations of religion. I have often tried 
this method,”’ he adds, **and have always found 
it the best medicine for a heavy heart."’ 

The prescription is a good one; and others, 
as well as Howard, may find a remedy for trou- 
ble in active benevolence. This will dissipate 
that sickly and morbid sensibility which broods 
in secret sadness over real or imaginary sorrows, 
which so often obscures the brightness of the 
good man's days and shuts out from his soul the 
cheering light of heaven. This, if in vigorous 
exercise, will leave him no time for the indul- 
gence of gloomy reveries and desponding fore- 
bodings. This will call forth the sympathies of 
our nature, which are so conducive to the enjoy- 
ment of social beings. This will multiply his 
positive pleasures, and will sweeten them all 
with that joy that flows from the thought that 
he has rendered others happy. This, by its very 
exercise, will afford him more and more of that 
evidence of piety which is found in the zealous 
and faithful discharge of duty, and thus will in- 
crease his enjoyments. This, in sort, if per- 
formed in a right spirit, is active holiness, with 
which, in the economy of prov idence, happiness 
is ever connected. 

So it has ever been found. Howard, who in 
the early part of his manhood, was disposed to 
gloom and despondency, did not gain habitual 
cheerfulness but by doing good. Paul did not 
win the full assurance of his title to a bright 
inheritance in the skies by musing upon his se-, 
cret sorrows. It was when occupied with active} 
usefulness that he attained to a clear and cloud-| 
less hope of his acceptance with Christ; and 
many a desponding, mourning child ot God, by 
imitating the active benevolence of the apostle, 
might find much of the apostle’s enjoy ments.
